My, John McOool represents the new bargain
made between Fernundo Wood and the Tam-
many romp, by which the latter hope to sos-
tain themselves a little time longer in power,
General Charles (. Halpine represents the op-

ition to the corrupt rule of the “‘riog” and
f:; politionl trading and Yargaining ol Fernando
Wood, The issue comes up distintly butween
these two chndidales; for General Halpine is the

As'thé isaue made upon the Reglator s, there-
fore, the only one of any general concern, it
will not be uninteresting to axamine the chunces
of the cand oates, When we look over the
ground sud recall the results of other local
¢leotions, there seems to be no doubt of the sue-
cess of General Hulpine, 1t Is a well-known
tact that the Tammany ramp cannot poil over
twenly thousand vowes., Mr., Boole's vote for
Mayor was only a little over twenty-two thou-
sand when the “ring” had the large patronage
of the City Insoector s otlice at its back, and it
i# weaker now than it was then, Last vear Mur-
shall O, Hoberts was in reallty elected Mayor
by nearly tive thousani plurality over Hoffman;
but he refused tfo follow up his claim to the
election because he did not desire to hold the
office. The city puve sixt2en thousand popu-
dar majority against Hoffman at that time,
Outside of the strength ot the “ring"—some
twenty thousand votes—MeCool has nothing
but the personal strength of Fernando Wood 1o
back him, and that cannot be set down as very
cffictent at this time, All the orgnnizations in

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The Presldent and the People,
From the Tines,

That the dominant sentiment of the country
differs at this ume more widely than ever from
the position of the President, 15 proven beyond
dispute by the resule of the late elections. The
President, by his messages to Congress, and by
his speeches upon his late tour, has given the
people every opportunity to comprehend fully
his policy. He has not only stated 1t repeatedly
in definite terms, but he has enforced it by all
the urguments whioh he could command from
the Constitution, trom the principles of reason,
and from the grounds of siatesmanship aud the
public welfare, He has been thoroughly in
earnest in the matter, nnd bhas himsell ungues-
tionably been governed by the reasons which
be has brought to bear upon others, and througzh
which he has attewpled to convince his oppo-
nents. But nelther Congress, as was demon-
strated by the votes, nor the people, a4 has been
shown by the elections, appear 10 have been
affecred by the Presmdent's arcuments, or, at
lenst, they have not been adected in sdcn a
way #s to bring them to the conclusions at
which he 18 tirmly snchored, On (he contrary,
the divergence between them has been steadily
growing greater, until to.dsy the policy of

the Adaiuistration seems hopeless of popolar
triumph in any Stete of the Unlon, Il we except

The lorms of our vivil polity are such, that,
while they give great power to the President in
legislation, as well s in bis Executive capncity
they establish a very positive hmit beyon
which he is entirely subordivate to the Legisia-
ture, When that Hmit 18 resched, be s almost
powerless, being disablea in the Executive as
well a8 ln the ﬂsglr-lnnw arm. Congress may
override bis vetocs, overrale bis appointments,
mede vold his diplomacy, nullify the projects
and action ol s Secretaries, and renoer his
poliey, a8 & whole and in all it8 parws, of no
practical effect. Nol only so, bul Congress ean
compel him to be the admivistrator snd execa-
tive agent of & policy which he opposes, both as
rogords domestic and foreign atlairs, and can
enforee upon him courses of actlon agsinst
which he hus exeried his wholo power,

The tnal logiesl dedoetion of the whole
matteris eapressed in the fagt that while the
President cannot in any case interfere with the
existence of Congress or the position of agy of
ite members, Congress is invested with n powar
that mayenable it to remove the President from
office allogether. We bwi not o fow practical
illustrations of gaveral of ibese statements during
the Jast seesion of Congress, the most votable

We have
no tancy for prze-tightmng, our tastes beng
rather philvsophicatl than pugilistic, But *‘the
manly art of seli-<de ense,” a5 18 admirers
pompously onll if, is av ovjecltion to u modern
candidate for legi-lative tTuncuons, not boonuse
it is a vice, pui because it 18 repugnant to the
civilization of thi< age, In earher times, skill
in that art was esteemed, Had Mornseey lived
in the herowe age of Greeoe, his personai quali-
tes would have made hun a rival ol Theseus
and Hercules, Among the gamoes ndmiringly
described by the old poets, prize-fighting holus
a high place, altboush the muotilation attending
1t was wore bidious than in modern times, by
the bhands being wrmed with a harvd, beavy
cestus.  We form the taste ol our youth by the
study ol Virgtl, although that noble and refined
oet compels them to sdmire the contest of this
Emrl which he pamts in one book of the
“Eneld.” The celebrated Dr. Adam Clarke,
Methodist divine a8 he wus, mukes, in his comn-
mentary on one of the o[lnsliea. u lonz quota-
tion jrom Dryden's transiation of that prize-
fight, to ilustrate an allusion mude by the Apos-
tie Paul, and he does not conceal the enthusi-
asm with which he enters into the description.
That we hold such pructices in horror when
presenied lo our eyes, proves that we have
advanced m civilization; but the admiration
our most enultivated minds feel for them when
depicted in classic pages, proves that, wilh all
their brotallty, they bad u redeeming element
ol munl ness,
Even in recent times, sports of this character
have had lamons advocates, Windham, the
intimate friendd of Burke, & conspicuous member
of Dr. Johnson's club, a fastidious elassical
scholar, described by Brougham as possessiag
wit equal to Shenidan’s in brilliancy, aud int-
pitely surpassing it in rétinement, describod by
Cupning 45 the most lusinunting speaker ever
heatd in the House ol Comumens, described by
Macauley as the tinest geodemun of the age—
this mosi sccomplished person, in his cclebrated
spiech in detense ol bull-baiting. takes oconsion
1o express himsell on the subject of poxing,
which be regarded as av exercise well caleulated
1o bring out the hardy quuhties of the lower
closges, and form them w a love of manliness
and falr-play. Cobbett, whose admirabie Englisi
Mr, Greeley might envy, underiwok to prove
that the best elements of Engiish character,
espeoinlly the qualities which made the Enghsh
colnmon soldiers the best in the world, resulted
from their aadiction to this mode of settling
private quarrels, There is probatily some tinge
of truth in such represeniatiops; but they
attempt to keep alive in this age practices which
are destined 1o recede more aud more into the
glimmering pust.
We are not =0 sanguine as “ome amiable
enthusiasts who look torward (o a period when
war also sball be loathed as fnconsistent with
Chrisuan civilization. The passionnte admira-
tion of maukind for great soldiers is prooably
an ineradicable instiuct of the human heart,
Even women, who lead in nll the softer intlu-
epces of civilization, sdwire solliers "nbove
every other elag- of men, And yet soldier-lhike
valities sre but & development in a diferent
direction of the tame elements of hardibhood,
eéndurance, and superiorey to fear and pain,
which make the ancoomplished boxer or prize-
fighter. They are differently fustoned coats
from the same cloth, The lamo ot lotters pules
belore that ot armes. The most ignorant
laborer has heard of Alexander, but scarcely one
in o million of them ever heard of Aristotie, his
contemporary, Napoleon is a househoid word;
but how 1ew know or care for La Place?
Within the recollection of all who are now
active in lities, we have elected lour Presi
dents on the score of their mlhlur{ services,
while the greatest siplesmen of the period
never could attain thut hovor, We huve o grest
crop of oftice-seekers now whose aspirntions
rest solely on the public admiration of soldier-
ship, Mr. Morrissey has similar quoalities, dif
fexently developed: and perbaps itis not strunge
that in ansge whicn 14 surrendering itself to pay
ite most splendid tributes to brute force, he
should nspire 10 take bis place with the rest,
Mr, Greeley, for aught we can sce, 1s us open
{0 erhuplem as a candidate for Congress as Mr.
Morrissey himself. Aund the objection to both
